Davidson, commander of the 
Alabama Confederate Veter- 
ans, lies Monday at his home 
in Montgomery. The leader 
died Sunday in Atlanta at the 
home of his, daughter, Mrs, 
George F. Linder. Heart} 
trouble caused his death. 

_ The funeral will take place 
in Montgomery, probably Tues- 
day. 

Gen. Davidson was born in 
Montgomery July 31, 1845, 


aking him -78 years old at his 


death. 
Scottish. 

Upon the outbreak of the 
war he quit school and became 
aclerk inthe office of the 
secretary of state of the Con- 
federate States of America. In 
1862, he became a member of 
Company D. Seventh Alabama 
Cavalry, and served through- 
out the war as scrgeant. 

He returned to Montgomery 
after the war and with the ex- 
ception of a year spent in New 
York, was a merchant in the 
state’s capital until 1884. He 
then quit that business and en- 
tered that of insurance and 
real estate, which he followed 
as long as he was_ in active 
work. 

He served for a while as a 
member of the city council of 
Montgomery. 

He was married in 1872 to 
Miss Fannie Lee, of Camden. 
Two children were born to 
them, Harry L. Davidson, of 
Montgomery and Miys. Linden. 

General Davidson has al- 
ways been active in Confeder- 
ate Veteran circles, and three 
year's ago was elected comman- 
der with the yank of. major 
general.
